personnel lo supervise this work, was 
In the Interest of national economy. 
Reviewing the situation from a "bus- 


iness standpoint," Mr. Baker said, the 
cost of retaining in the service the 
number of officers to be assigned to 
this work would he about J3000 Jot 
each officer per annum, where dis- 
tributed ' by grades. 
These men, he 


said, were apportioned among the va- 
rious departments and 
each 
woul,d 


have''charge ot the maintenance ^a 
disposition ot properties of an aver- 
age value ranging from 
{3JO.OOO 
to 


?7,000,000 in the' various departments 
It would be impractical, lie said, to 
obtain either in or from civilian life 
the required supervision at anywhere 
near that average figure.

theory, property rights such as the 
011 companies have acquired, are su- 
bordinate to the welfare of the Mexi- 
can public and therefore can be wiped 
out.

The letter adds that though
